Col. M. M. Gillett of Newark, was sac- 
rificed in the Republican State con- 
vention today as the price paid for a 
conspiracy to solve the problem in n»- 
lation to the Lieutenant Governorship. 
He lost Hamilton county and the sup- 
port of George B. Cox by a deal made 
last night by the terms^of which Han- 
na consented .to drop his opposition to 
Senator Harding. The bosses also toot 
advantage of the Newark candidate by 
requiring the nomination for auditor 
to come immediately .after the lieuten- 
ant governorship, aganist all preced- 
dent. While the sentiment of the con- 
vention is against third terms there Is 
no appeal from the decision of the 
bosses. Juuge Irvine of Newark very 
peacefully moved to make Guilbert's 
nomination unanimous, but the Lick- 
ing county people are as sore as Job's 
boils over the action in turning Col. 
Gillett down. 


Gillett received 138 votes and Guil- 


bert got the rest of the 873 in the con- 
vention. 


Columbus, O., June 4—The nominat- 


ing session of the Republican state 
convention was called to order by 
Chairman Hanna at 10:20 this morn- 
ing, who called for the report of the 
committee on permanent organizatl9n. 
It was forthcoming, naming Senator 
Foraker as permanent chairman. For- 
aker was at once introduced. 


Before the convention opened this 


morning Boothman, the old soldier 
candidate

York's Ice Cream Itlan and Recalls 
the Fact That Her Girlhood Days 
"Were Spent In tlse United States. 
Secrets of Her Remarkable Health. 
Mme. Adelina Patti, the famous sing- 


er, \vho sails for the United States Oct. 
24, is in fine spirits. She is \vonder-. 
fully young in appearance and is as vi-1 
vacious and full of energy as ever. She 
now dresses her hair in a broad, flat; 
wave from the temples, which marks 
all the more strongly the resemblance \ 
of this wonderful woman to her por- 
traits painted nearly forty years ago. 
Her skin is smooth and her complexion 
clear, with net even a trace of powder. 


As we walked up and down in the 


sunshine on the terrace in front of her 
castle at Craig-y-Xos in south Wales 
she talked of her forthcoming tour, 
writes William Armstrong, the London 
correspondent of the New York Amer- 
ican and Journal. 


"You know,'' she said, "this is the 


first time I myself have used the word 
'farewell' in connection with an Amer- 
ican tour. People have said to me on 
former visits, 'Well, Mme. Patti, this 
Is your farewell tour?' And I have- re- 
plied: 'Who "said so? I didn't.' Each 
time it has been my manager who had 
his own views on the financial wisdom 
of such a statement. 


"I'm looking forward eagerly for my 


return. Remember, I spent my girl- 
hood in America. 
Traces of associa- 


tion have stuck to me, and how often 
have I been told that I look like an 
American! 


"Many of my closest friends are in 


America, and some of my happiest rec- 
ollections are associated with my child- 
hood in New York and the days when 
I used to listen for the call of the ice 
cream man in Twenty-first street, 


1 where I lived with my sister. 


"What changes have taken place In 


the city since then and what a change 
in the modes of travel! 
Now I go 


about in my private car, which I think 
I shall name Craig-y-Nos. In my child- 
hood when I traveled from city to city 
my father would turn the seat over, 
bundle me up in a shawl and let me 
go to sleep. Perhnps wo arrived at our 
journey's end late at night. There was 
no supper to be had at such hours in 
the old days, so I supped on bread and 
cheese and water. But I was always 
happy if they would let me have my 
doll. 


"Thanksgiving dny, 1850, I made my 


operatic debut at the Academy of Mu- 
sic, New York, in 'Lucia.' That dear 
ojd Academy! How I love it! I'm so 
glad they have not pulled it down. For 
sentiment's sake I'should like to make 
my last appearance there.

tan is good, but is not so good as the 
Auditorium in Chicago, and the dear 
old Academy is best of all.

That interesting developments have 


also been made in the marine biology 
of the antarctic circle and additional 
knowledge gained of the physical and 
chemical analysis of different sub- 
stances found there. 


Of botany the party has had little 


opportunity to study, for Lieutenant 
Shackleton states that few, if any, 
plants exist that far south or at least 
the explorers could not find evidence 
of them. The geographical discoveries 
will also serve interesting matter in 
the reports to the Royal Geographical 
association. 


"If our dogs had not died," said 


Lieutenant Shackleton. "we should 
have got much farther south 'than we 
did. I am taking back reports of the 
expedition with my diary and the five 
copies of the South Polar Times, which 
was published farther south tUuu has 
been any other magazine. The first 
edition was issued and read by the 
members of the party, nearly all of 
whom contributed to it, on March 23, 
1902, 
when the sun left us, and was 


succeeded by editions on the 23d of 
each month until Aug. 23, when the 
sun reappeared. 
The period of dark- 


ness lasted 121 days. 


"Lieutenant Armitage, who Is a big 


man physically, had one of the most 
thrilling experiences of the'expedition. 
He fell twenty feet and was caught by 
his harness on a rolling piece of Ice. 
If he had fallen a short distance 
farther he would have dropped 2,500 
feet. He was fished up all right and 
saved. 


"Thomas Vance, the man who went 


over the ice precipice uud was drowned, 
had a dramatic drop. 
The glacier 


which was being scaled by a party of 
men was of blue ice as smooth as 
glass. 
One of the men had started 


back to get a pair of fur boots. Some 
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iu the scramble a number of them 
slipped and started down the smooth, 
steep incline toward the brink of the 
precipice. Most of them and, in fact, 
all of them, before it was too late suc- 
ceeded in stopping themselves by pull- 
ing out their knives und digging them 
into the ice. 


"Vance.'however, had too much of 


a start to save himself. He had on 
fur boots, which made no resistance 
to ice, and as it was blowing a bliz- 
zard, his drop looked to be certain 
from the first. He went over the eighty 
foot precipice with a bcreain. We tried 
for hours to get his body from the 
ocean, but we never saw it again. 


"At one time tv\ulve men were 


blown into the ocean by the wind, but 
were all saved. Clarence Hare, a New 
Zealander, was overcome by the cold 
on a Tuesday afternoon and went to 
sleep in the snow. He was all alone 
and we did not know where be was. 
The snow drifted over him and he 
slept from that afternoon until the 
following Tuesday morning, when he 
awoke and started out and found us. 
We had given him up for lost. 
In 


Borne ways that was a record breaking 
sleep. 


"After the dogs died we had to pull 


the sledges ourselves. It was awfully 
hard work and very wearying. 
The 


dogs had to be fed canned stuff, which 
must in some way have become moist 
in shipping it, for it became covered 
with green mold and sickened them. 


"\Ve were able to take observations 


nil the time we were on the long sledge 
trip, which brought us within six de- 
drees and forty minutes of the pole, 
und I am carrying back valuable data. 
1 am not at liberty to talk regarding 
the specimens which the expedition has 
secured, but they are most valuable. 


"I was taken from the Discovery by 


the Morning, which brought us out 
supplies from England. The Morning 
will return from England next Decem- 
ber with more supplies for the Discov- 
ery, which is still in the ice. The Dis- 
covery, as she lies imbedded In the Ice 
now, is in no danger, and all on board 
are comfortable. She will have more 
gun cotton and longer electric fuses 
taken back to her. They are what must 
be depended upon to free her. 
The 


electric fuses which we took with us 
were not long enough to successfully 
use in the ice while blasting."

A SOLAR MOTOR. 


PoMlbly m. Practical Solution of th* 


Son Power Problem. 


Many attempts have been made at 


various times to ute solar beat as a 
source of power. A century or more 
ago great burning glasses were con- 
structed both in France and England 
which developed a heat intense enough 
to melt iron, gold and silver. At the 
Paris exposition of 1STS an exhibit 
that attracted much attention was a 
~sun engine which furnished the power 
for a printing press. 


At hist a practical •• solution of the 
. robleiu seeuib to uu\o LH-CU ii.a<-ln.d. 
There has been set up on Edwin Caws- 
on's ostrich farm at Pasadena, CaL, a 
Contrivance which performs its work 
egularly and with certainty. Krom one 
Lour and a half after sunrise to half 
an hour before sunset it drives a ten 
lorse power engine, raising fourteen 
mndred gallons of water twelve feet 
per .minute. This is enough to irrigate 
ibout 500 acres of deciduous trees or 
300 acres planted with orange trees. 


The solar motor is in shape like a 


section of a huge umbrella of very 
substantial 
construction, having a 


diameter of twenty-three feet at its 
widest part and of fifteen feet at its 
narrowest. 
The whole inside surface 


is covered with mirrors, each two feet 
long by three aud one-balf inches wide. 
Nearly 2,000 of these long, narrow mir- 
rors catch the sun's rays and reflect 
their heat upon a slim boiler just where 
the handle of the umbrella would be. 


The great reflector is set like an as- 


tronomical telescope. It is so nicely 
adjusted that one person can easily 
move it in either direction. The boiler 
Is thirteen and one-half feet long and 
holds 100 gallons of water. When the 
reflector is not working, the boiler is 
Quite inconspicuous, but when the con- 
centrated heat from the mirrors is 
focused on it it gleams like polished 
silver. In a little -while it becomes so 
hot that a stick held against it smokes 
and bursts into flame. In about an 
hour steam is generated and is con- 
veyed from the head of the boiler 
through a flexible metal pipe to the 
cylinder of the steam engine, being 
thereafter used in the ordinary man- 
ner.—Sunset Magazine.

•which is formed by an effusion o 
serum—the watery portion of the bloo 
—underneath the sdjirf, or outer skin. 
Any such powerful'ii'ritant as boiling 
water may produce blisters, and we 
may regard their formation as an ef- 
fort of nature to protect the true and 
acutely sensitive iim'er skin from at- 
tack. 


The fact speaks for itself, but the 


reason for this injurious action of 
scalding water has a much deeper scat. 
Our blood vessels are supplied with 
nerves, and the stimulation of these 
causes in some cases dilatation and in 
others contraction. Any excessive stim- 
ulus will cause paralysis of the muscu- 
lar coat of the vessels and consequent 
stagnation of the blood in these parts, 
and then their mitntion is imjaiioil. 


It is owing to the condition thus in- 


duced by scalding water that the se- 
rum oozes through the vessel wall and 
makes its way into the surrounding 
tissue. This raises the upper and in- 
sensible skin into a blister, which prob- 
ably takes its name from the Anglo- 
Saxon blcestan, to blast or puff. 


DATE PALM CULTURE. 


Buttons That Grow. 


No, the ivory buttons you wear do 


not represent the de.ath of an elephan 
in the wilds of Africa, your pearl but 
tons were probably never nearer than 
you took them to the shell of a bivalve 
mollusk and the probabilities are that 
no rubber tree was ever tapped to pro- 
duce the hard rubber buttons tha' 
adorn your overcoat Down in Centra 
America there is a fruit producing 
palm that has quite metamorphosed 
the button business and formed th 
nucleus for one of the most important 
industries in the United States. The 
seed of this fruit contains a milk that 
is sweet to the taste and relished by 
the natives. The milk when allowed 
to remain in the nut long enough be- 
comes indurated, and turns into sub- 
stance as brittle and hard as the ivory 
from the elephant's tusk. The plant 
that produces these nuts is called the 
ivory plant. Most of the buttons now 
used in America, whether termed ivo- 
ry, pearl, rubber, horn or bone, come 
from this ivory plant. Thus the prob- 
abilities are that your buttons are 
made from a vegetable milk, and they 
grow on bushes.

The British Croirn. 


When King Edward went to Ttaly he 


met, according to the London Chron- 
icle, a king who is more of a Stuart 
than himself. 
Both are descended 


from James I., but the king of Italy is 
also, through his mother, eleventh in 
descent from Charles I. In strict right 
Victor Emmanuel has more claim to 
the British crown than Edward VII. 
But for their Catholic religion the 
Savoys would have been installed to 
rule over England, and not the Bruns- 
wicks, -when the Stuarts were evicted. 
After the children of James II., the 
next in blood was the Duchess of 
Savoy, daughter of Henrietta, the 
youngest child of Charles I. But she 
was not a Protestant and so was de- 
barred. Thus it was that the British 
crown was passed. to the house qf 
Brunswick by the act of settlement in 
1701. 
Otherwise the Savoys would 


now be the royal family. 


Plan For Grooving the Tree In Des- 


erts of Southern California. 


Date palms will be waging their 


scrawny arms over the deserts of 
southern California and a new indus- 
try will soon be founded if a grand 
project of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture and the Agricul- 
tural college of California, now under 
way, turns out as succe&siully as the 
rneii having to do with it confidently 
believe it will turn out, says a San 
Francisco special to the St. Louis Re- 
public. 


Professor A. J. Pieters recently ar- 


rived at the University of California 
from the department of agriculture at 
Washington. He is the head of the de- 
partment of seed and plant introduc- 
tion and distribution aud in that ca- 
pacity directs the gathering and dis- 
pensing of seeds and plants from all 
over the world. Two men under him 
do nothing but travel over-the face of 
:he earth to collect seeds and plants 
and data for this purpose. They keep 
,n touch with him, send their, collec- 
lons to him, and he does the rest. 


Now, Professor Pieters went to Cali- 


fornia especially to look into the pro- 
posed culture of the date palm in the 
southern California deserts. For a long 
time the agriculturists have had their 
eyes on those great wastes, thinking of 
the great natural possibilities for date 
culture. 
The 
land 
is. boundlessly 


wealthy, having stored up in it all the 
properties of virgin soil. It is almost 
illimitable1 in extent and is heated b? 
the fierce rays of a tropical sun. All it 
needs to make it grow date palms is 
water, and all it needs to get water is 
irrigation. 


Three years ago the department of 


agriculture planted a number of trees 
in the deserts for experimentation pur- 
poses, and they have thrived. It takos 
live years for them to mature and bear 
fruit. Professor Pieters is going to ex- 
amine to see how they are getting on. 
He recently left with Professor Stu- 
bonrauch for the south. The result of 
this trip will be the planting of more 
date palm trees.

THE LADY COOK. 


A Hew Career For Working Gentle- 


wonivu. 


Educated women of gentle birth in- 


stead of devoting themselves to the ill 
paid work of governesses are now em- 
bracing the calling of cooks, says the 
Ldndoii Daily Mail. Many mistresses 
l>ave lately specially asked at the regis- 
try offices for lady cooks. 


The seereta.y of the central bureau 


for the employment of women in South- 
ampton street, Holborn, London, says 
there is a demand for cooks who are 
gentlewomen by birth and education. 
But there are difficulties in the way un- 
less mistresses are able to promise cer- 
tain privileges which the ordinary 
cook, much as she may appreciate 
them, does not stipulate for. 
Some 


lady cooks, for instance, object to mix 
011 u-ruis oi equHiuy \viiu domestics 
who are possibly grades beneath them 
educationally and by birth; hence, as a 
rule, lady cooks accept situations only 
in houses where there are lady parlor 
maids and housemaids. 
There are, 


however, a few cases iu very large es- 
tablishments where the cook is a lady 
and the rest of the servants arc of the 
usual domestic class. 


A very desirable situation was re- 


fused by one lady cook recently be- 
cause her employer stipulated that she 
should take the head of the table iu 
the servants' ball.
